Injury to the cotton crop by flea 
hopper is due more to the scarcity of 
other plants which the insect prefers 
than to its selection 
of cotton, In 
other words, it may he profitable to 
give the cotton flea hopper a chance 
to find its preferred host and thereby 
relieve to some extent the necessity 
for its having to feed on cotton. As 
destructive to cotton 
as this insect 
has become, 
it nevertheless shows 
in undoubted preference for Other 
plants and weeds such as primrose, 
hofsemint, and Croton or goat weed.
